CALUMET, Mich , Sept 16 —At 0 80 a 


m the passenger train on the Mineral 
Range railroad coming to Calumet was 
held up by four highwaymen at High-

man were covered with revolvers by 
two of the robbers, while the other 
two ordered the express messenger to 
pat the contents of his safe into a bag 
which one of the robbers carried The 
messenger Immediately complied and 
handed out some »76,000 consigned to 
the Calumet and Hecla mine and which 
was part of the money to be paid by 
the mine on Its pay roll 


After securing the liooty, the rob 


bars fired a shot and ordered the en- 
gineer to "Go ahead—quick," which he 
did 
The Messenger's Story—Four Suspects 
Arrested 


HODSHTOH, Sept. 15 —Express Mes- 


senger Hogan, tells the following story 
of the robbery 


"I was sitting m my chair with my 


feet on a box, Bulging when I heard a 
crash, and looking that way saw 
a masked man coveimg me with 
two revolvers and ordering 
'Handa 


up' There was another man just 
behind 
him 
I 
threw 
up my 


hands mighty quick and the robbers 
took my gun 
away 
Then they 


demanded the keys of the safe 
I pre- 


tended to be looking fo" the right key 
when they threatened to kill me if I 
did not hurry I then opened the safe 
and took out the four packages of cur- 
rency, and one of the robbers scooped 
them into a bag he carried 
Backing 


out of the car door again they fired 
two shots, evidently as a. signal to the 
robbers on the engine to tell the en- 
gineer to go on, saying 
You will 


find a rail pulled up about three miles 
ahead' 


"The engineer pulled the throttle 


wide open and flew for the Osceola tel 
egraph office, when the news of tlie 
robbery was at once telegraphed to 
Hough ton

JL Score ol Northern Wisconsin OiMec 


Send Tales of Great Loo 


MILWAUKEE, Sept 
10 — Dispatches 


yesterday morning1 from a score of 
northern Wisconsin cities tell stonea 
of great loss by forest fires. Marsh 
field, Junction City, Dexterville, Pren- 
tice, Spencer, Medford Bhinelander, 
Stevens' Point and other towns with a 
population of 1000 to 6000, are sur- 
rounded by flames and are in great 
danger of being wiped out 


Everything between Babcock Wood 


county, and Necedah, Juneau county, 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee db St. Paul 
railroad, is burned. 
Dexterville is 


threatened with anihilation Hun- 
dreds of scattered dwellings, known to 
be in the path of the flames, are doubt- 
less burned 


Every square mile of the vast tim- 


bered district of Wisconsin is as dry 
as tinder, no rain having fallen for 
weeks, and the flames are sweeping on 
without check. The losses cannot, of 
course, be estimated, bat are doubtless 
In the millions. The district already 
swept by the fires and that still threat- 
ened include nearly one-third of the 
state. 


Wisconsin is to-day overhung by a 


pall of smoke reaching1 from Lak« 
Michigan to 'Lake Superior and from 
the extreme eastern border of Uu 
rtate to the MlsslMJppi.

water to immerse them, and sprinkle 
tightly with sugar. Cover closely, and 
allow the apples to simmer until a 
broom splint may be easily passed 
through any of them. Lift them out 
carefully, one at a time, and place 
them in a pretty earthenware dlah. 
Allow the juice to cook until it is • 
moderately thick simp, pour it hot) 
over the fruit, and aet away to cooL 
Whipped or unwhipped cream may b*5 
turned over the apples or may b* 
served with them afterward. This la a! 
delicious dessert and may-be eaten with 
cake or hot wafers.— Delineator.

These 
an the first fruit* ot the Demooratio vic- 
tory. WorkiDgman, do joa know what 
a 10 per ceat redaction in wage* means? 
Listen: Ton have beard of Carnegie; 
Demooratio reformers have mentioned 
him to yon. Hi* firm employs 25,000 
men. Say th* average pay ie 8150 per 
day; in on* year these men, under Be- 
pnbUoao role, earned $18,750,000, and in 
all Uw iron industries ot the country 
probably one hundred Jimes as much, or 
•1,876,000,000. A ten per cent reduction 
in the wage* of Oarnogie employee means 
an average of 875 a year to each man, or 
a total for hu entire force of SI ,876,000 a' 
year; or one hundred timee a* much for 
the entire force working in the iron In- 
dustrie*. This is. an awful shrinkage in 
wags*, bat it ie precisely what every 
tariff reform leader wants to see; and 
they have been shrewd enough to get 
thousands ot workingmen to vote the 
bread and batter oat of their own 
months end the mouths ot their Hires 
and children, lint they tell tbe worb- 
ingmen that while wages mny be re- 
duced, they will bay the neoeseanfe ot 
life cheaper. 
1C it were true that the 


neoaasaries of lite are advanced by the 
amount of the tariff, and the tariff were 
removed, there is not a laboringman in 
the United Stated who would save by it 
anything like the $75 he lose* by the 
present reduction in wages. And, in ad- 
dition to this, the tariff cannot be re- 
moved and the foreign goods admitted 
free that we are now making for our- 
aelves without taking the amount of 
labor represented in those goods from 
thi American lubocingman, and thus 
diminishing hia chances to get work at 
any price—as every pound ot iron, or 


tin, 
or yard ot oloth shipped into this 


country from abroad for consumption 
will diminish the demand for labor, on 
American soil, by the amount of labor 
represented in each goods. This means 
a still farther redaction in wages. Thsre 
an two logical facts tbat workingmen 
ought to learn. They are these: The 
manufactories of this country, in order 
to run and compete with the European 
seal* of wage*, most either have the ben- 
efit of the European wage scale, or a 
protective tariff to make up the differ- 
ence between higher wages here and 
wag** abroad.

A voice from the interior ot the 
cell replied, "All right; I'll go to work to- 
morrow." The officer finished his count 
and reported all O. K., bnt next mort- 
Dg, Kennard, a hone belonging to Dr. 
Benson, physician at the insane ssylnm, 
and a emt of citizens' clothes belonging 
to to the store-shed foreman,were missing 
aud it looks like all three had gone to- 
gether. Bat how did he escape is the 
conundrum and as yet it has not been 
solved. It is supposed, however, that 
he escaped before the convicts were look- 
ed in their cells for the night and that 
iis cell-mate replied to the officer's qnes- 
;ioa, Impersonating Kennard in so doing. 
Etennard will be remembered here. 
He 
is five feet, ten and one-half inches high, 
weighs 175 pounds and is dark oomplex- 
ioned.

DEATH OF MUiTON BAT. 


The Prominent Springfield Attor- 


ney Paaaes Away. 


Sept. 16—Milton Hay 


the venerable and respected attorney,died 
at t p. m. to-day. He had been in poor 
health aome time and the end was not 
ncexpsoted. Mr. Hay was born in Fay- 
ette county, Kan., July 8, 1817; moved 
to this city with hie family ia 1832. He 
studied law with Abraham Lincoln, v 
admitted to the bar in 1812, and formed 
a partnership for practice with Ed. D. 
Baker, of Pitteneld. Later Mr. Baker 
was a U. S. senator from Oregon. When 
the state capital was removed here, Mr. 
Hay became a reporter on the Ssngamo 
Journal. He soon returned to Pitteneld 
and resumed law practice, but in 1868 
came to Springfield and formed a part 
nerehip with Judge Stephen T. Logan, 
who retired from practice three years 
inc. r. Mr. Hay thrn formed a partner- 
ship with Don. Shelby M. Oultom and 
AotcLto Campbell, the latter soon re- 
tiring; the partnership with Mr. Cullom 
was continued until 1886 Then Mr. Hey 
united his interests with those of John 
M. Palmer, continuing until the latter 
WBB elected governor in 1868. Bis iait 
partners were Henry S. Greene and 
David T. Littler. In 1879 he retired 
from business. 


Mr. Hay was never an offioe-seeker.but 


held several appointive positions under 
the state. He was a very ooneervative 
man, but was public spirited and chari- 
table. He leaves a large fortune in- 
vested in improved city property and ex- 
cellent farm lands.
